Report of Mr. Jonas Agtucr Purtirps and Capt. Kent, 
Wildberg Coprer, Lead, and Silver Mine 
6, Queen-street-place, Upper Thames-street, London, May 9, 1853. 

GenTLemey,—This mine is situated at a distance of about 10 miles from the town of 
Olpe, in Westphalia, and three miles from the main road leading from that town to Cob- 
lentz. The length of the concession in the direction of the run of the lodes is 700 fms., 
and its breadth about 229 fms, 

This sett is said to contain eight principal lodes, in addition to several smaller ones of 
less importance. ‘These lodes are nearly parallel to each other, and are for the most 
part included in a band of ground about 50 fathomsin breadth. The general run of the 
veins is north west and south-east; their dip is, without exception, towards the south- 
west. The inclination varies in the different lodes, but the mear underlie may be taken 
at45°. From the appearance of the burrows lying on the surface, as well as from various 
ancient documents still preserved, it appears that all these lodes have been extensively 
worked above the level of the old deep adit, which was brought in at a depth of about 
30 fathoms below the surface of the hill, in which most of the principal workings are 
situated.

The vein in 
this place has not been driven on for any considerable extent; bat a winze sunk on 
its coarse for a depth of about 9 fms. still continues to furnish very large quantities ot 
argentiferous galena. The ore from this lode very closely resembles that obtained from 
the other parts of the mine; and it may also be proper to remark that the Blamengang, 
below the levelof the Jeep adit, has very little undertie, but descends almost perpendicn- 
larly through the stratum. In the bottom level, as well as in the upper parts of the 
mine, the stratam consists of softened grauwacke, alternating with bine schist or killas, 

After cutting the Blumengang, the deep adit has also intersected a large copper lode, 
several fathoms east of the winze, on the course of silver-lead ore above described. The 
lode, which has not beenin any way worked, isextremely large, and chiefly consists of epa- 
those iron, containing « considerable quantity of yellow copper ore. 

In addition to the minerals which are at present Jaid open, we have reason to believe 
that, from the very careless way in which the mine has been hitherto worked, large 
qnantities of ore have been thrown away among the rubbish, and, consequently, that 
many of the burrows on the surface, as well as a large portion of the attle remaining in 
the mines, might be treated with advantage for the ores they contain. This remark 
chiefly applies to the ores of copper. 

Not having been enabled to examine the remaining five lodes, we are evidently not in 
4 position to form any precise opinion as to their value; but on examining the burrows 
drawn from the workings which have been made upon them, they appear to resembie 





very closely those to which we were enabled to gain access. 

In conclusion, we may remark that, although it woul! have been exceedingly ‘esir 
able to have had an opportunity of inspecting the various other lodes in the concession, 
we have, nevertheless, been cnabled to see sufficient of the ground to justify us in form- | 


| ing a very favourable opinion of this sett; and we do not for 4 moment doubt but that, | 


under efficient magagement, it will prove an uncommonly productive inine. 

The only machinery at present on the establisliment consists of 4 20-lheaded stamping- | 
mill and a couple of shaking tables; but to this must be added the plant and appliances | 
of the smelting-works, which comprehend two small biast-farnaces and a German cu: |

These furnaces, we believe, might be advantageously re-placed by the Spanish 
cupolas and sets of Pattison’s crystallising pots. Weare Ise of opinion that long flues 
should be constructed for the condensation of the fumes, and that the lead, which at pre- 
sent contains a small quantity of antimony, would be improved by calcination. 

By the adoption of these improvements, in conjunction with a better system of crush 


| ing and dressing the ores, we are convinced that not only a larger amount of silver would 


be obtained than is now produced, but also a saving of at least 15 per cent. of lead would 
be effected.

GENTLEMEN,—In accordance with your wish, we beg to hand you our remarks and 
opinion upon the report of Mr. J. Arthur Phillips and Captain Kent, apon the Wildberg 
Mine. The report describes a very extraordinary mine, and shows that the Wildberg 
Mountain contains a number of lodes formerly worked, and an extent of openings upon 
them far beyond what is generally known or believed of that mining district. 

Unfortunately, the workings upon several of these lodes are in a ruinous condition, an! 
no underground examination of them could safely be made ; but those points which could 
be examined, and which are now being regulurly opened, are described as very rich and 
productive. It is evident that Mr. A. Phillips and Capt. Kent incline to follow the maxim 


| of “ex uno disce omnes,” but whether it can be safely applied to such uncertain things 


as mineral lodes we venture to doubt; and although on the one hand there need be no 
fear that some of them will be found productive, yet it would be unwise to calculate upon | 
their being so rich, or nearly so rich, as the Blumengang, or main lode, which now yielis 
so well. This Blamengang lode appears to be one of unusual size and strength ; it is 
said to have been productive at a comparatively shallow depth, and is found to be very 
rich in the deep adit level, which has reached it within the last six months, and it con- 
tinues equally rich in a sink which has been carried down 18 yards below that level. As 
yet no great length, or, in other words, no extended workings have been opened upon 
this rich discovery, and we hesitate to assume that it will continue so rich for a great 
length, until more is known of it than Messrs. Phillips and Kent could see. This same 
lode is known and is worked upon at a point to the east, at a distance of 100 or 200 yards, 
and it is there proved to be of value, but is not so rich as at the first-named point. The 
ores which are raised are principally of argentiferous lead, argentiferous copper, and some 
rich yellow copper ores. The two former varieties are somewhat difficult of treatment, 
unless a supply of other ores very rich in lead could be obtained to admix with them 

The content in silver seems to vary considerably, but, on the whole, the ores may be 
deemed to be rich in silver. 

The facilities for profitable working are said to be increasing ; but in estimating the 
profits which can be made from such a concern, the absence of « skilled mining popula- 
tion, or skilled smelters and refiners, of cheap fuel, and of cheap means of transport, must 
not be lost sight of, and due allowance must be made for the time and the amount of ca- 
pital which will be absorbed in bringing a concern like the Wildberg Mine, which pro- 
mises to yield large quantities of ores and metals, into a state of full production and profit. 

We wish to impress upon you that our opinion of these mines is a very favourable one, 
and that capital judiciously expended upon them will meet with a very large return; 
but we fear that Mr. J. Arthur Phillips and Capt. Kent were somewhat dazzled by the 
rich discoveries they were shown, and that they expressed themselves in more sanguine 
terms as to probable results than they would have done had they first read over their 
notes with us.

Report of Mr. Antaur Dean. 


June 5, 1853.-—-Furnished with copies of Mr. Rohr’s statement, Messrs, Phillips and 
Kent's report, and the Messrs. Taylor’s remarks thereon, I have visited and carefully ex- 
amined all the accessible workings, and although before seeing the property I was in- 
clined to think the valne of the mines had been overated, yet [| have now the pleasure of 
stating that all [ have heard or read respecting their excellence and promise of wealth is 
more than borne out by my own observation. Since Messrs. Phillips and Kent in- 
spected the mines in April last, various parts of the old workings have been cleared up, 
and much light has thereby been thrown upon several points to which they could not 
obtain access. The working plans of the mines show that eight principal east and west 
lodes have been discovered and partially worked ; they all lie in close proximity to each 
other, and may for the most part be wrought from the same shafts. They are named 
respectively the Arnoldsgang, Erbtieftsergang, Gotteshulfergang, Carolineshaftgang, 
Dornergang, Kupfergang, Blnmengang, and Scheuergang; besides these there area 
great number of large branches and smaller lodes, and it is to be remarked that the east 
and west lodes are intersected by several large quartz lodes, and also by # great number 
ofsmall clay veins, all of which bear more or less nortl and south, a feature of great im- 





portance, as the east and west lodes are almost invariably enriehed at and about the poin's 
of intersection, and in no instance could I find a shoot of ore withonit an accompanying 
intersection. I dwell upon this point, being persuaded by cross cutting to the east and 
west lodes from the old workings, and upon the courses of the north and south veins, a greag 
number of rich deposits may be laid open at the level of the present workings at a comipa- 
ratively small cost, in addition to those now in sight. The old workings, executed in the 
course of several centuries, have. been conducted in a most irregular manner ; the levels 
collectively are nearly five miles in length, sometimes driven upon one lode, sometimes 
upon another, aud represent a veritable labyrinth, but, from a earefal inspection of the 
old plans, &e., I am satistied that not more than one-tenth part of the ground above the 
adits has beeu yet explored, and bearing in mind that all the eight lodes above-named 
Lave been proved to be tichly productive of ores, there must yet remaly 4 vast amonnt 
of unopened ore ground above the pfesent bottoms. It isto be observed throughout all 
the old workigs that the rieh leaders of ore only have been wrought, and as they are 
generally aecomp 1 by a iderable quantity of poorer ores, the latter still remain 
imtouched, and may now be extracted-at a large’ profit, and indeed the greater portion 
of the rubbish left in the old pitches is rich enough to be worth picking over again. No 
drainage machinery has ever been erected upon these inines, as they have been wrought 
entirely bs adit levels, of which there are two. Tag old adit is about 600 fms, long, and 
is about 40 fms. beneath the surface at the deepest pout : it is the deepest level through. 
out the greater portion of the mine, and has touched nearly all the principal lodes. The 
numerous rich shoots of ore met with above it are intact bengath, with thé exception of 
three instances where sinks have been made to the depth of 5 of 6 fathoms, but which as 
shown by the old records, would not be prosecuted deeper on acc tat of the influx of 
water. The new or deep adit is between 600 and 700 fms Jong, nearly the whole of which is 
driven in the dead rock. [t has intersected the Blumengang and 4 lar4e copper lode, 
and has led to the discovery of a splendid course of lead ore in the former, but as yet it 
has not come under the principal workings, from which the end is now distant about 
s0 fms. In the course of the next year it will reach the point where some of te largest, 
and richest shoots of ore in the Dornergang, Kupfergang, and Blumengang com-nence , 
and has it will be 80 fms. deeper than the old adit, it will probably lear! to some extra. 
ordinary discoveries, as all the rich sloots of ore above are known to be stronger and 
richer in the bottom of the old workings than in the higher levels. The large coppyr 
lode cat in the deep adit end is from 60 to 70 ft wide, chiefly composed of spathose iron 
ore, strongly impregnated with yellow copper ore of very rich quality ; from its appear. 
anee, and from the cireumstance that it is intersected by other larger lodes between the 
deep adit end and the principal eastern workings, I think it will be found to yield some 
immense deposits of copper ore. Of the Arnoldsgang, Erbtieftsergeng, Gotteshullergang, 
Curolineshaftgang, Kupfergang, and Schenergang, I cannot speak from personal exami- 
nation, but from the old records, plans, sections, &e., all kept under Government inspec. 
tion, [gathered the following particulars: —The Arnoldsgang was very little wroughr, 
tat produced some very good ore; in Erbtieftsergang a course of solid ore several fect 
wide was discovered, which fs now entire ander the bottom of the level; in the Gottes- 
wulfergang « large shoot of ore upwards of 10 ft. wide was met with, and a sink 6 fathoma 
deep was made upon it under the bottom of the old adit level, but the water prevented 
farther sinking, and the ore is said to be equally abundant in the bottom of the sink 
The Casolineshaftgang was worked to the depth of 20 funs., aud a leader of nearly solid ore, 
between 2 and 2 ft. wide, was discovered and partly wrought, but a deal of the ore is said 
still to remain above the level, and is entire beneath it; it may be reached by # short 
cross-cut from the old adit level, which is 20 fathoms deeper The Kupfergang hay only 
been seen for a length of 27 fins. in the old adit level, aud it is reputed to be very rich im 
copper ore; but this lode is intact throughout the mine; it may be reached by short 
cross-cuts from the old workings upon the Dornergang. and ought to be examined as 
soon as possible, Upon the Scheuergang very large workings have been made down to 
the old adit level; it is reported to have yielded very large quantities of ore, which the 
creat heaps of rubbish at surface appear to corroborate. A cross-cit of 40 fathoms long 
trom the deep adit, would lay open this lode 18 fathoms under the old bottom, and pro- 
bably develope some rich deposits of ore. My inspection was chiefly confined to the Bla- 
inengang and Dornergang. In the deep adit the Blumengang, sv far as developed, is 
extremely rich; it is interseeted obliquely by a small clay vein, and immediately under 
the intersection it contains a magnificrent leader of Jead ore, remarkably rich in silver; 
a sink has been made in it to the depth of 9 fms. under adit, and im the bo*tom it ts worth 
at least £300 per fathom ; it appears to wicen as it descends, and the lowes! visible point 
is the richest—au interesting fact, as this is the deepest point reached in any part of the 
mine. Above the back of the adit a fine run of ore ground extends eastward, and is 
worth from £91 to£150 perfm. Going eastward in the deep adit the Blumen, ‘ang is 
intersected by two other north and south clay veins which linve heaved it afew fatvoms, 
but the level being driven in the dead rock, I could only sce the lode in this part ia Iwo 
cross-cuts, but I think it will be found very productive in the vicinity of the before-me.'- 
tioned intersections; this lode has been wrought from the old adit in the eastern part om 
the mine, and is reported to have yielded ore largely, but the workings are now closed 
up. The Dornergang is reputed to be the most productive of all the lodes; there is 
long ran of ore ground visible, worth from £30 to £80 per fathom; and from the manner 
in whieh the lode has been worked, I think there fs still a vast quantity of ore standing 
to the south of the old workings which has not been touched. Throughout the mine the 
copper ores, which are abundant, appear to have been entirely neglected up to the pre- 
sent day, and whenever discovered by the old miners, unless absolutely intermixed with 
the rich lead ores, have been allowed to remain unwrought. A remarkable instance of 
this is to be observed in the Dornergang, in which a splendid course of copper ore of 
high per centage extends entire upwards and downwards throughout the old workings, 
about 6 feet wide. The deepest point at which I could see this shoot of ore was in the 
bottom of a sink 25 fins. beneath the surface, where it was worth £120 per fm, From 
this sink two men have lately broken out 23 tons of very rich copper ore, worth nearly 
£40, in 43 hours’ working; this ran of copper ee is said to be equally rich in the old 
adit beneath (now blocked up), which is the deepest level in this part of the mine, The 
Biumengang also produces a considerable quantity of copper ores in the eastern grow d, 
and if the Kupfergang answers to its repute, the copper ores will torm a very important 
item in the produce of these mines. The surface works are unimportant ; the machinery 
npon the mine itself is not worth £50. At about a mile from the mines a washing es- 
tablishment consisting of a 20-heade! stainping mill, and two shaking tables, lave been 
erected. There is also a small smelting establishment, at which the ores are smelted, 
and the present raisings of ore are regulated by its capacity for their redaction, although 
the produce of the mine could be doubled or tripled without difficulty. There is a sufh- 
cient supply of water for all washing purposes, if properly economised, Transport from 
the mines fo the Rhine costs 10s, per ton; coal and coke for smelting, delivered at the 
works, cost 22s. and 39s. respectively ; wood for sinelting and mine purposes is obtained at 
about one-halfits cost in England; miners and labourers’ wages vary from 7d. to Is. per 
diem. The Wildberg Mine is worked at a cheaper rate than any other mine with which 
I am acquainted, for the average of «ll costs for working, amelting, and management, 
does not exceed 25 per cent. upon the returns — [t is almost impossible, by a verbal de- 
scription, to convey an adequate idea of the merits of this splendid property, ‘The pre- 
sent scale of working is no criterion, With 30 miners employed, of whom only 16 are at 
work upon ore, the mine is now yielding « profit of between £10,000 and £12,000 per 
annum, and there would,not be the least difficulty in at once doubling the returns, sitoply 
by increasing the number of men at work upon ore, but an outlay of a few hunded 
pounds must be made to enlarge the smelting works, If the anine is carried on upon 
such a scale of working as it deserves, it will be necessary to sink some new shafts, to 





lereet pumping, hauling, and crashing machinery, and also greatly to enlarge and re 


model the smelting establistiment ; these operations would be spread over several years, 
and may be estimated to cost from £12,000 to £15,000. J estimate the ore now in sight 
at the value of £120,000, but regard being had to the great number of promising points 
wholly untouched and undeveloped, I am of opinion that the ground now existing above 
the present bottom will yield at least £200,000 worth of ore. If properly worked, I he- 
lieve that this will prove to be one of the richest mines in the world, and I have no doubt 
that £20,000 profit may be made in the first year, from £25,000 to £40,000 in the second 
year, and £50,000 in the third year of the new company’s operations, and this amonnt 
inay be looked to as the rnling rate of profit for many succeeding years.

Jaly VS, 1853.—1 have visited the mines for the second time, and have directed some 
exploratory works to be commenced, from which I think very good results will be ob- 
tained. In the last month four men have broken out #0 tons of rich copper ore trom the 
Dornergang, which are now preparing for smelting, ‘Ihree new and rich pitches have 
been laid open in the Dornergang. 

August 22,—I have again inspected the mine, and find it progressing exceedingly well; 
the new works of discovery have thus far answered to my entire satisfaction In the 20 
fm. level west we have cut a splendid course of silver ore in the Dornergang, worth at 
least £100 per fathom ; it is widening as it goes down, extends upwards and dow onwards 
in ground wholly unwroaght, and will certainly tarn out many thousand pounds worth 
of ore. It jastifies my anticipation that a run of ore ground existed, unknown [0 the 
old miners, on the south side of the Dornergang. This isa brilliant discovery. The new 
pitches in the back of the 20 fm, level have been further laid open, and are tarning out 
exceedingly well. Considerable progress has been made in clearing the old avlit west- 
ward from Michaelsehaft, to come under the rich ran of copper ore going down fiom the 
20 fm. level in the Dornergang ; about 15 fms, remain to be cleared ; part of the adit is 
driven upon the Blamengang, and there we have hit upon a capital discovery of silver- 
lead ore, about 18 in, wide, nearly solid, worth £80 per fathom ; I am told that it will be 
found richer as the level is cleared further west.

I have ordered cross- 
cats to be driven from the Dornergang to the Kupfergang, and have also ‘directed the 
Caroline’s shaft to be opened and secured, that we may examiue the course of rich ore, 
from 2 to 3 feet wide, said to be existing there in the Carolineshaftgang. I estimate the 
new discoveries made within the last five weeks, and at a cost rot exceeding £100, will 
yield at least £10,000 worth of ore, and ere 10 weeks from this date have elapsed I hope 
to be able to report that the value of the ore in sight is raised from £120,000 to £150,000 «

Sin,—There is a colliery, or coal-pit, in the township of Falkin, which 
has never to the present time paid and tax, The collectors for tho said 
township have now rated it, but which we refuse to pay, on the ground, as 
we think, of its illegality. Will you be kind enough to say in your next 
Journal, whether a coal mine, under these circumstances, is liable to be 
assessed to the land tax duty ?—Kirkhouse, Oct. 18. Hi. P.

The land tax was formerly a tax imposed in Great Britain on lands and 
tenements, and on personal property, by Acts passed annually for that pur- 
pose, succeeding to the place of the ancient fifteenths and subsidies, men- 
tioned in Magna Charta—such Acts being framed in many respects after 
the manner of the ancient Subsidy Acts, By statute 38th Geo. TIT., ¢. 5, 
s. 1, which was the last of thg annual Acts for this purpose, the sum fixed 
t» be paid on lands and tenements in Great Britain was 2,037,627/. 98. 04d. 

being at the rate of 4s.in the 1/. By section 4, after reciting that to the 
oft the full and entire sum by this Act charged upon the several coun- 
ties of England, Wales, and Berwick, may be fully and completely raised 
and paid to his Majesty's use, enacts, that all and every manor, mes- 
suages, lands and ¢enements, and also all quarries, mines of coal, tin and 
lead, copper, M,andic, iron, and other mines, iron-mills, furnaces and other 
iron-works, Salt springs and salt-works, all alum mines and works, all 
parks, cluaces, warrens, woods, underwoods, coppices, and all fishings, 
tithes, tolls, annuities, and all other yearly profits, and all hereditaments, 
of What nature or kind soever they be, situate, lying, and being, happen- 
iug or arising, within the several and respective counties, &c., and all and 
every person and persons, bodies politic and corporate, guilds, mysteries, 
fraternities, and brotherhoods, whether corporate or not corporate, having 
or holding any such manors, &c., shall be charged with as much equality 
and indifference as possible by a 1/. rate. This statute was during the 
same session of Parliament made perpetual by statute 38th Geo. IIL, 
v. 60. It is, therefore, clear from the above that a colliery or coal-pit is 
within the Act; but it may be that “If. P's” colliery, or coal-pit, was 
not in existence in the year 1797, and so not then assessable; also the 
fact that the land tax has never been assessed on the mine before, may to 
some extent go to show that the land tax was redeemed soon after the 
passing of the 38th Geo, ILL, c. 60, which gives that power. However, 
that may be, the assessments from 1797 should be searched by “ H. P.,” 
in order that, if the commissioners should summon “ H. P.” for non-pay- 
ment, he may be able to present his case to them in the best manner. It 
may be remarked that by an Act of the last session, 16th and 17th Vic., 
«74, the consideration for the redemption of land tax is lower by 177. 10s. 
per cent, than that fixed by the 42d Geo, ILL, ©. 116, secs. 22 and 23; 
») that it would seem that the Land Tax Commissioners, by an unusual 
and increased assessment, are anxious to recompense to the Exchequer 

what it will otherwise lose by reduction of the consideration for redemption.

It was always 
weil to have a sufficient balance in hand to enable them to make cash payments, 
where such payments were of advantage tothe company. On this account the decla- 
ration of a dividend mightpossibly be a disadvantage. They had not yet seen enough 
of their workings, and could not tell what their next two months’ accounts might be. 
When onee they commenced they were very desirous of keeping up the payment of 
dividends, and in the course of the next two months they w be able to show to 
what extent they could do so without the possibility of a re-action. 

A Suarenotper remarked that it should be borne in mind that they had paid off 
every shilling since the last meeting, and that the land damage, the balance of engine, 
and legal expenses were very heavy items. These charges would not occur again, 
and as the mine had a deservedly high character, it would be far more expedient to 
wait the result of two months than to declare a dividend before they had ascertained 
that they were in a po-ition to do so with safety.

Mr. Warson remarked that they were very fortunate in having a sound practical 
man at the head of their affairs at the mine; and not only did he possess this quali- 
fication, but he thought it due to him to state that he was most indefatigable in his 
exertions. He (Mr. Watson) knew of his own knowledge that their captain worked 
by night and by day, and they were indebted to him for having made this a very pro- 
fitable mine ; in fact, it was his pet mine, and he had laboured incessantly to prove 
that he was not mistaken in the opinion he expressed at the commencement of the un- 
dertaking. After giving a succinct description of the progress of the works up to the 
present time, Mr. Watson observed, that the mine had, to his certain knowledge, been 
inspected by at least 30 competent men, who all expressed the highest opinion of it, 
and the mode of working.

In conclusion, we deem it to be our duty to observe that it must be a matter for con. 
sideration by the shareholders whether the promoters should not indemnify the asso. 
ciation against all the outlays in respect of the lands Nos. 2 and 3, as it is clear that 
the mine could not be developed, nor the water-power adopted or applied, withou 
these rights. And the same observation will with equal force apply to the expense 
of forming the leat; for in the prospectus put forth by the promoters it is stated that 
the property was held under lease—that the mine was in work, and could be worked 
for a considerable depth without the aid of steam; and in John _Bennett’s report 
(dated 21st Oct. 1852), appended to the prospectus, he writes—‘* Within two months 
we shall have the leats home, lobby up, wheel-pit sunk, and engine-shaft down 5 or 
6fma.” The present prospectus se much correction before a re- ublication of 
it, for there are several statements in it which are inconsistent with the facts; and 
the appended report of John Bennett, who was interested jointly with the promoters, 
is most fallacious, and calculated to mislead. 

We received every information and assistance from Capt. 8. Richards and one of 
the promoters (John Gumb), who is employed at the mine as underground captain, 
The former we believe to be a zealous and intelligent agent, and the latter an honest, 
well-intentioned, but uneducated person. In conclusion, we beg to express our 
earnest hope that our visit will not only have been the means by which the committee 
and shareholders will gain a better insight into all the facts desirable to be known 
with regard to the property and the position of affairs there, but will also have been 
the means of ensuring a more active and less jealous co-operation on the part of the 
underground captain in carrying out the views of the agent. 


The Cuareman then read the following report of the finance committee :— 


REPORT OF MESSRS. WILLIAMS, DANIELS, AND WRIGHT, — 

Oct. 21.—In placing before you this, our report (made agreeably with the resolu- 
tion of the general meeting of the 8th Sept.), we must premise that Henry Bennett, 
to wnom we applied by letter for an account of his receipts and disbursements, and 
for delivery to us of all the books and vouchers necessary to the elucidation of the 
accounts generally (prior to June last) and of his transactions, has not returned any 
answer to our application, nor furnished any account or explanation, nor delivered 
up any of the books, papers, or vouchers of the association. Upon such conduct we 
pass no comment, leaving Mr. Bennett to be dealt with by the shareholders at large, 
when they know the state of the accounts and the large sums which have po 
through his hands, and are wholly unaccounted for by him. In the absence of these 
particulars and documents we, your reporters, can present but a meagre, rough, and 
unsatisfactory report of the financial affairs, past and present, of this association. 
With the assistance of the purser we have drawn up analyses of the accounts, so that 
the shareholders may see the different principal heads of expenditure. Appended are 
—Table 1. Analysis of expenditure at the mine since june last.—2. Analysis of ex. 
penditure in London.—3. A list of outstanding liabilities ascertained, assumed, and 
doubtful.—4. Copy of the entire cash account from the commencement. As to Table 
No. 1, we think this will be sufficiently intelligible and explanatory without further 
observation here. The items in this table have been classified from the monthly ac- 
counts received from Capt. Richards, and agree in their total with the sams remitted 
to him. As to Table No. 2, not any vouchers for the payments under the heads 2, 4, 5, 
have been produced. These involve principally accountings by H. Bennett, and that 
toa large amount, and in regard to many of the items the greatest dissatisfaction 
will doubtless arise in the minds of many of the shareholders, and be wholly disap. 
proved. Asto Table No. 3, the outstanding liability for materials supplied in the 
months of June, July, and August amount to 272/. 11s., and seems to have been prin. 
cipally for the buildings so wantonly erected under the direction of Henry Bennett, 
These items are also extracted from the monthly accounts rendered by Cupt. Richards. 
There will be a further liability for materials for the months of September and 
October, but the particulars of these appear not as yet to have been furnished : the, 
are assumed at 100/, The item of 650/. (contract price for the water-wheel) requires 
especial notice here. This contract is in the possession of Henry Bennett, but for- 
tunately the committee have had access to the particulars (under H. Bennett's own 
hand), which show the terms to be most important to the shareholders at the pre- 
sent juncture. It appears that of this 650/., 300/. was to be paid in cash on the satis- 
factory completion of the work, 350/. in shares at par, with a penalty of 100/, per 
week for so long as the works should be incomplete after the month of June. The 
works are yet unperfected, but notwithstanding that fact, and the terms of the con- 
tract, the contractors have applied for a payment of their account, or a portion of it, 
and have threatened a suspension of the works if their demand should remain uncom. 
plied with. The amount paid into the hands of the provisional committce of manage- 
ment was 1/. per share, on 2680 shares allotted, being 2680/. :—

| 4. Two fields and a piece of marsh land (adjoining the Duchy land), with all the | 
mineral rights thereunder. These are held under leases, from Mr. Rodd to Messrs. 
| Burt, Richardson, and Bennett, for a term of 21 years: 300/. was paid as for the 
| rent for the first 10 years ; and a rent of 301. a year will be payable for the remainder 
| ofthe term. This amount of 300/., and a sum of 121/. for the mineral sett, and the 
| expenses of the leases, &c., were paid out of the funds of the association, and the 
| leases taken (after the issuing of the prospectus), with the concurrence of the pro- 
visional committee of management (in whose possession they are). The present 
tenant or oceupier pays a rent of 12/. for these lands; and a half year’s rent was duc 
| at Michaelmas; but of the arrangement made with him as to possession or growing 
crops, we could gain no particulars. The water-wheel is being erected, and the main 
shaft is being sunk, both on the lower partofthe Duchy land. The water-wheel, with

} In extent, elevation, and substantiality, they would be utterly inconsistent with the 
largest mine in work in the county ; the folly of such erections, for at present merely 
an improved or undeveloped mine, must, therefore, be apparent, but we found these 
buildings to be too near pletion to be abandoned. We are not able to ascertain 
what had been the outlay upon them up tothe present time, in consequence of no 
distinct labour or material accounts having been kept. We will presently suggest 
an alteration as to their use. An excellent sawpit, thatched and partially enclosed, 
has also been erected to these buildings. 

Under the peculiar circumstances of this adventure we deemed it right to call in 
the aid of an experienced mining captain, as to the prospects of the mine, and we 
have the satisfaction of reporting that a most favourable opinion was expressed by 
him of the value of the sett, and the probable successfu! development of a large cham- 
pion lode at no great depth, meriting an energetic prosecution of the works. This 
opinion coincided with the opinions of other independent gentlemen with whom we 
had an opportunity of conferring. There are, at this time, from 30 to 40 hands em- 
ployed, but when the water-wheel, leat, &c., are perfected, about 12 only will be 
needed to prosceute the sinking of the main shaft. Having regard to the foregoing, 
we would beg leave to suggest

+ Since this report was made, it has transpired that this sum, though received by 


385/. 4s, 6d., and for the labour account for this and the next two months (say) 300/,, 
and the unrendered merchants’ accounts for September and October assumed to be 
about 100/., making a total of 785/. 4s. 6d. A question of vast importance to the 
shareholders (other than the promoters) arises upon a large proportion of the expen- 
diture for labour and other sundry minor items in Table ‘No. 1; upon the items of 
57/7. and 107/. 15s, 6d. in Table No.2; and upon the liability of Messrs. Nicholls, 
Williams, and Co.’s account for the water-wheel. It would appear that these amounts 
are for works which, according to the tenor of the prospectus issued by the promoters, 
were embraced in their sale to the association. It is also to be observed that the con- 
sideration for that sale, as shown by the prospectus, did not include the payment of 
the 500/, to the promoters through H. Bennett (which payment is snown in Table 
No. 2), but the provisional committee state that such was in accordance with their 
understanding with the promoters, It rests with the shareholders to consider and 
determine on the course which should be adopted with regard to these and several 
other items, involving as they do a very large amount of money, and in regard to 
Henry Bennett’s withholding the books, vouchers, —- nee, &c., and the 
contracts with Messrs. Nichols, Williams, and Co., and the lease and several papers 
relating to the property, involving, as their improper retention by him does, consi- 
derable injury to the association.

He could see no neces- 
sity whatever for any alteration of the existing rules, and he believed that to be the 
feeling of & majority of the shareholders, more especially those residing in the loca- 
lity of the mines.

He had been in advance considerably : sometimes as 
much as 2001, It was only within the last week or so that the money had come in, 
and although they had now about 150/, in hand, the whole of that sum would be ab- 
sorbed in the discharge of claims against the company, 

Mr, C. Buns, Jun., observed, that the system of getting into arrear was, in his opi- 
nion, one of the most disgraceful in mining operations. He had known instances of 
, second call being made when one-half the previous one had not been paid; so that 
those who were punctual in their payments were made to suffer for defaulters, or, at 
jeast, for those who would not part with their money until the law compelled them. 
Such a practice was disereditab:e, and ought not to be tolerated. 


Mr. Hover observed, with reference to the rules, that those pr to be adopted 
were certainly much better framed than the existing rules; but it appeared to him 
that the only difference between the shareholders present was a mere dry point as to 


whether they should have a treasurer or a banker, 

After some few remarks, the question was put to a show of hands, when there ap- 
peared to be 8 for the amendment, and 13 for the original motion. 

Mr. Fvtier thereupon demanded a scrutiny, when the 8 shareholders who voted 
for the amendment produced 1447 shares, Mr. Fuller producing 266 proxies — 1713 
votes, For the 13 who supported the original motion, there were 1616 shares, and

during the present month are equal to the aggregate of all the previous months. As 
the quarries are situated on the rise of a high mountain, they are readily drained 
without machinery, and your directors, having directed their careful attention to the 
most scientific mode of working them, resolved to do so in openings or galleries, seven 
of which are now partially opened, and from three of them slates of the finest quality 
are now being raised and made, and in two or three months the other four openings 
will be producing slates, so that from 150 to 160 tons of slate will be raised and made 
monthly, and as these openings or galleries become more develo there will be a 
monthly progressive increase in quantity. It should be remembered that there is 
page a portion of the top of the vein, &c., as well as a band that frequently divides 
it, which will not make slates, though it must of course beremoved ; great judgment 
is, therefore, requisite in the early workings to produce slate at the lowest possible cost :

So great, however, had 
been the success of their undertaking, that the directors were in a position to offer the 
dividend proposed in their report, which while it could not be otherwise than accepta- 
ble and satisfactory to the shareholders, was highly gratifying to the directors them- 
selves. He had never entertained «a doubt as to their success, for he believed this to 
be one of the most safe and profitable investments of the day. {!t should be borne in 
mind that they had never been on the Stock Exchange; but that such was the confi- 
dence of the public, that they had rallied round the directors, and readily availed them- 
selves of the opportunity which was afforded them of obtaining shares. It had, how- 
ever, been a matter of surprise to many how the directors had been able to declare a 
dividend at so early a period.

debted both to the local as well as to the London management.

Gentlemen must be aware that in an undertaking like 
this the first few months were generally occupied in preliminary matters—the open- 
ing of the veins, &c.; and scarcely had it ever been known of a company at so early 
a period being in a position to offer a dividend. But the shareholders were greatly 
indebted to the indefatigable and unwearied exertions of their purser and managing 
director, Mr. Wilkinson, who had been most vigilant in detecting the smallest un. 
necessary expense, and equally so in making the largest amount of profits. ‘he 
directors, as the meeting was aware, were not bound by their constitution to call 
them together before December, but by the activity and exertions which had been 
exercised they were enabled, and with much satisfaction, to summon them at this 
early period. There were now, he believed, upwards of 150 tons lying at the sur- 
face, and they had another quarry of immense extent, which in the course of a 
few months would yield a very large supply. The prospects of the company were, 
he thought, as favourable as could be desired, and the undertaking was, in his opi- 
nion, as valuable as any investment could well be. 

The CuatrMan said they were, it must be admitted, very much indebted to Mr. 
Wilkinson for his untiring zeal. As far as the directors were concerned, he did not 
think they had ever had a meeting without a full attendance of the board.

Mr. WILKINSON thought a great deal more had been said of his exertions than he 
deserved ; at the same time, he would observe that no man ought to engage in any 
undertaking unless he could devote his time and attention to it. And he was happy 
to say, a3 far as the London and local management was concerned, that what had 
been stated to-day was strictly correct; and he hoped, as the quarries continued to

The CuarrMay had much pleasure in seconding the proposition. Mr. Sadleir had 
certainly shown unexampled industry, and was entitled to all the commendation the 
shareholders could give him. 

A unanimous vote of thanks to Mr. Sadleir was accordingly passed, and the pro- 
ccedings terminated. 


GRAND DUCILY OF BADEN SILVER-LEAD MINING COMPANY. 

On Monday last Mr. Banfield invited the sharcholders of this company to a confer- 
ence, Which was most sparingly attended. 

Mr. BanrikLp, however, proceeded to explain that he would not lose the oppor- 
tunity of publicly stating his views, such a course being due both to himself and to 
the company, whose interests might he destroyed without anybody knowing that it 
was possible to save them, if time were lost at thisadvanced season. He (Mr. B.) had 
just returned from the mines, which he had visited to try and discover the reason 
why the ore raised before July, and lying on the bank when the directors inspected 
the mines, was not prepared for market. Te also wished to know the meaning of the 
fact reported by the manager that the mines, which in June were producing at the 
rate of 60 tons per month, only produced froin 30 to 40 tons in each month till Sep- 
tember. It was evident that something was wrong. and since it was desirable to set 
it right as speedily as possible, he (Mr. B.) took advantage of the presence of an Eng- 
lish mining agent, recommended by Capt. Eddy, of Grassington, on the Rhine, to cb- 
tain the opinion of a competent authority. In erder to form a correct opinion of the 
smelting operations, he (Mr. B.) also requested ¢. smelter of eminence, well known both 
in England and on the continent, to lend him his aid. From both of these gentlemen 
Mr. Banfield got reports of the greatest interest to the company, and immediately re- 
turned to communicate them to the board. On doing this he was met at the outset 
with the enquiry as to the authority on which he made the inspection, and obtained 
the reports in question. The reply to this startling demurrer was, that he did it on 
his own responsibility, as a director, and that if it did not meet the approbation of his 
colleagues they were not obliged to take any notice of it. He urged, however, the 
immediate reading and adoption of the two reports, that matters might be set right 
while the season was open in Germany, for when the frost set in nothing could be 
done until next year. In spite of this remonstrance, it was decided by the board that 
the reports he presented should not be adopted at that meeting, which was then ad- 
journed for some days—Mr. Banfield, towever, declaring that the case was one of such 
urgency as to determine him to communicate the facts to the shareholders. Ile was 

uite unable to account for the disrespect with which he had been treated, and, in 
act, cared little about it; but he was not indifferent to his reputation as director, and 
having done his duty as such, he left it to the shareholders to do their part in their 
own defi The small attendance on his invitation wasa remarkable instance ot

galleries justify them in recommending their being developed with spirit, feeling con- 
fident that large profits will accrue to the shareholders from such a course of action. 

Your directors beg to remind the shareholders, that the property of the company 
extends higher up the mountain, where another vein of considerable magnitude in- 
tersects, and they strongly recommend that a quarry be commenced there at once, as 
they believe it would yield many thousand tons of slate ; but for that purpose it will 
be requisite to drive a level across the veins, and thus open the over-burthen : this 
would cost 400/, or 500/,, and occupy about six months. The company have already 
two sawing machines on the works, and your directors are advised to erect a machine- 
house, with planing tables and sawing machines, to be worked by water power, of 
which there is abundance. Slates advanced in price at the commencement of this 
year about 10 per cent., and a further rise of 15 per cent. is now contemplated, and 
no orders are taken except for the advanced price, and all the large quarries have 
orders in hand for the next two years. It will be observed by reference to the cost- 
sheet, that the principal expenditure has been incurred in laying open the quarries, 
building smiths’ and carpenters’ shops, counting-houses, slate-makers’ sheds, making 
tram-ways, &e. Your directors being impressed with the importance of a vigilant 
superintendence of the works, have made arrangements with one of their body, who 
holds a large number of shares in the undertaking, to reside in the locality to carry 
into effect their directions in that respect. As the extended operations of the com- 
pany now warrant your directors in employing a larger working capital, they recom- 
mend the issue of the remaining shares at par, and to give the preference thereof to 
the present shareholders. It may not be out of place to remark, that one great fea-

THE GREAT MINERS’ STRIKE IN LANCASHIRE. 
10 THE EVITOR OF THE MINING JOURNAL, 

Sre,—The public in the mining districts of this county are greatly surprised at your 
leading article of the 17th September, in reference to the turnout at Wigan, You 
say, “The former (Wigan) have obtained three different advances since Christmas, 
muking 45 per cent. in all; and their present etrike is an attempt to extort a further 
advance of 15 per cent.” &. We are not surprised at the 7imes making such an as- 
sertiou, but it is to be greatly lamented that you, Sir, should copy such false state- 
ments from that arch-cnemy of the labouring man. 

The miners of Wigan, since last Christmas, have had one advance, and only one, 
and that was 2d, to the shilling, simply making their then shilling into Is, 2d. ; and 
this is the truth, and the whole truth, on this subject. ‘The men’s request is perfectly 
reasonable, and wages have not been advanced in the same proportion as coals. [ use 
several tons of coals per week in my business: 16 months ago, I was paying 5s. per 
ton at the pit-bunk for coals; at the present time, and for some time back, I have 
been paying 10s. for the same sort of coals, What advance have the men got out 
of this 5s. per ton! not 3d.! People do not grumble to pay an advanced price for 
their coals, providing the working miner should receive a fair proportion of the 
advance, At present, Sir, the public is very much dissatisfied with the unconscion- 
able extortion of the coal owners: it is no use talking, the masters will not pay pro- 
per wages unless they are compelled to do 60. Many small tradesmen, like myself, 
who use about 5 tons per week, will fecl it very hard to be taxed to the tune of 25s, 
per week, wien the men mast only rece.ve littke more than the odd shilling. But 
you will please bear in mind, that at the collieries of the Earl of Crawford and Bell- 
carres, Messrs. Brancker’s, Mr. Thicknesse’s, M.P., and some others, it is the 
Masters who have stopped the men, and not the men who have turned out. The 
men’s requests are fairand moderate, when we take into consideration the extraordi- 
nary high price of coals, Some parties say that the men ought to be content with 
the present rate of wages, because they are good: was not 7s, 6d. per ton a good 
price for good house-tire coals at the pit-bank! Yes,it was; but because coals are 
scarce, they are now advanced tothe extraordinary price of 1Us, per ton; and they 
will put another 5s. oa if they think they can get it: at one pit they tried it on 
fairly ; they advanced coals at pit-bank to 13s, dd., but this was rather too much of a 
goud thing, consequently they have reduced them again to the more modest sum of 
10s. per ton: here is cent. per cent. upon the price, and the men have got nothing 
like « fuir share of the advance that has been put upon coals, Why should they not 
purticipate in it? the men deny that they are either receiving or asking for extraor- 
dinary wages. As the prices paid by the masters to miners when they are working by 
the day is a fair criterion of what men make on an average by piece-work, I here 
give you a list of prices at the leading collierics, in and about Wigan, 

Ince Hall; 10 hours per day; a collier doing wn vecasional day’s work, 2°, 10d. ; 
out of which he has 1d. per day stopped for oil, and has his own tools to find beside ; 
men working regularly at day-work, receive according to ability from 2s, 4d. to 3s, 
Halliburton’s Ince, 8 hours: collicrs employed occasionally, 3s. 6d. ; ditto, regular, 
2s, 6d., 28. Sd, and 3s, Kirkless Mall : eulliers employed occasionally, 3s, 6d. ; ditto, 
regular, 2s, 6d. to 3s. Winstanley : good stout colliers in the bloom of life, brougut 
up to the trade, 2s. 6d.; inferior men, 2s. 

Such, Sir, is a fair sumple of the exorbitant wages paid around Wigan. As men are 
very anxious after day-work in preference to piece-work, it speaks for itself which is 
best ; the day-wage man carns more on an average than the piece-work collicr 
docs; the appearance of the day-wage man is superior to that of the collier in 


| clothing and every other thing. The menare willing to prove that the statements 
| made by the masters about their earnings is entirely false, if the masters will pro- 


duce their books before a proper tribunal, capable of judgiug. There is a system of 
imposition carried on at Ince Hall, in connection with finding the men and boys oil 
for lights: if a man works only three days during a fortnight in the Cannel-pits, he 
hus dedueted from his wages the price of two tubs, which in some cases amounts to 
lid. per tub ; in this case, a man is not furnished with above two pennyworth of oil, 





rate of payment, and this rate, which exists throughout the iron districts, is consi- 
derably higher in proportion to the price of iron than during the years of prosperity 
of 1845 and 1846. Then the rate was 11/. per ton, and the highest rate of w was 
35 per cent. above the wages of 1852. The price of iron now is 8/, 10s. per@on, and 
the rate of remuncration is 30 per cent. above the wages of 1852. No advance has been 
established since June last. 


Tue “ Axco,”—The General Screw Company refuse to compete forthe 
regular conveyance of Australian Mails every alternate month, because the remune- 
ration is only 1000/., and they would be hampered by restrictions. The company get, 
about 1000/. for gratuities for letters and papers which they take out and bring homey 
without being subject to any restrictions. None of the Argo’s mails were sent off be 
the ;morning mails yesterday. They filled nine waggons, and some of them wert 
pew the lobby of the General Post-Office, guarded by the police. Letters broughd 

y the Argo were charged 8d. each; those brought from Australia by the overland 
route, and which arrived yesterday, also at the General Post-Office, were chargee 
Is. 10d. each. Those brought by the Argo were nearly a month later date than the 
overland ones. The whole time that the Argo has been away from England is five 
months nineteen days. 


AvstRaLian Tin.—It appears that the dark glass-like grains generally 
supposed to be iron-dust, which were found so difficult to be separated from the grains 
ot gold by the Ovens diggers, have been tested at the Adelaide Assay Office, and 
found to consist of a valuable oxide of tin. Grains of a similar nature are said to 
have been frequently found in this colony, particular at the Eehunga gold fields, 


Avustranian Coat.—From Perth, Western Australia, we have advices 
to the 10th of July. The operations at the coal shales on the Preston Kiver were to 
be discontinued, in consequence of the workmen employed not >eing able to sink 
deeper without proper materials for the purpose, and the boring apparatus sent down 
by the Government not being sufficiently equipped to go down the required depth. 
The circumstance was much regretted, as the raising of coal in that locality must 
have been attended with the most beneficial results.

Here is another :— Ince Hall Coal and Cannel-Works, near Wigan, Sept. 7. 

You will please to take notice that after 14 days from this date the Ince Hall Coal 
and Cannel Company will not require your services in the capacity of collier. 

Instead of the masters sending those impertinent notices, they ought to calmly and 
deliberately have reasoned the subjeet over with their men. If they believed that the 
men were in error in asking for the advance in question, it was their duty to have 
pointed it cut to them. ‘They were too proud to do so; the cry was, wecan eresh 
the men, and willdo so, The men are not crushed yet, neither are they likely to be. 
Some hundreds of miners have left Wigan, and got work elsewhere; more are fol- 
lowing their exumple every day. Whatever may occur during the strike, or what- 
ever may be the result, the masters must take the blame to themselves entirely. The 
men are willing to meet their employers in a proper spirit, to try to arrange the 
matter, if the employers are willing to meet them: as the masters were the first ag- 
gressors, so it will now be their fault if it is continued any longer.

The hostile relations between Russia and Turkey, in the East, have 
long kept the monetary and commercial concerns of this country in a 
fluctuating and unsettled state. Actual war would not probably have 
produced so protracted a depression of legitimate speculation as the long 





anticipation of a rupture between two foreign States—one of which we | 


are boun by treaty, by honour, and by self-interest to assist, as an ancient 
and faithful ally of Great Britain. During an alliance, offensive and de- 


fensive, with the French empire, no dangers either to the safety, the trade, | 


or the prosperity of this country, can be apprehended ; and still we have 
a fall in the public funds of nearly 10 per cent., a similar depression in 
railway shares, and a far less justitiable stagnation in mining operations, 
All this, too, occurs at a period when the public revenue is increasing, 
when the country is tranquil and contented, when private commercial 
trade is healthy, and almost every branch of manufacturing industry 
prosperous. Although Great Britain is not directly engaged as principal 
in the threatened war, it may not be difficult to explain the fluctuations 
of public securities. Other causes may to some extent operate on rail- 
way shares; but whatever the practical etfects may be, it is difficult theo- 
retically to account for the prostration of mining enterprise at the idea of 
arupture between two distant powers. 

Those who remember the last war with France, or who refer to ita an- 
nals, will find that almost all the mineral products of England were at 
that period in great demand—indeed, that war itself was the great cause 
of their development. The vast number of ships in commission in the 
Navy required an unprecedented supply of copper ; iron was also in great 
requisition; silver in demand; and so great was the quantity of lead re- 
quired, that many lead mines, which were worked extensively during the 

| war, were closed on the peace, and have never since been re-opened. So 
| far, therefore, as mining operations are intrinsically concerned, those in- 
terested in them have no reason to apprehend a transition from peace to 


and high prices for almost every article of mineral production may be 
fairly anticipated. To those mineral products formerly so much in re- 
quisition must now be added a prodigious consumption of coal to meet 
the requirements of our steam navy, as well as of that of France, dependent 
also on the collieries of England for its supply. 

There is, however, but little ground for apprehending that the impend- 
| ing war can be general, or, even should it happen to be so, that it can be 
of any duration The wealth, trade, resources, and power of England, 
are at least double what they were in 1815, when peace was proclaimed. 
We carried on that war fora series of years with the only great European 
power able to contend with Great Britain; and if unfortunately we should 
now be involved in the hostile operations which threaten the peace of 
Europe, that power is at our side. 

We may, therefore, rest assured that if war should happen, and that 
the alliance between France and England shall continue, it will bg short 
and speedily decided, In either point of view, therefore, the mining in- 
terest have no just grounds for alarm; a state of war would probably give 
a very decided impetus to mining operations ; if it did not, those opera- 
tions would soon return into their natural channels by the probable im- 
mediate termination of a state of actual war. These observations, 
course, apply to the prospects of practical mining operations, 
in all probability be very materially advanced and improved by a state 
circumstances, the anticipation of which has tendered so very materially

to check commercial enterprise. Indeed, we should be more inclined to 
refer to the painful suspense in which we have been for several months 
kept, as the proximate cause of the fall in the value of the shares of almost 
all public companies to an extent alarming to all, and which must have 
been ruinous to many. 

While mining shares have been thus falling, mineral properties have in 
all probability, fur the reasons we have stated, been advancing in value, 
and the reasonable prospects of profitable returns increasing in the same 
relative proportion. ‘The receipts of the several railway companies in the 
British Isles have also been amazingly advancing, while the market prices 
of their shares have been falling in an inverse ratio. The traffic receipts 
of the railways of Great Britain for the week ending the 15th October, 
1853, were 352,328/., those for the same week of the year 1852 amounted 
only to 317,690/., being an increase of 34,6382. The gross receipts from 
the Ist of January, 1853, to the 15th of October last, were 13,599,490/. ; 
those from the 1st of January, 1852, to the 14th of October of last year, 
were 11,952,9672., being an excess in the present year of 1,606,523. It 
is impossible to adduce more striking evidence of increasing trade and ad- 
vancing prosperity, yet within the same period railway shares have fallen 
with a rapidity that is really startling. Many reasons, however, concur 
to produce that fall, which are happily not applicable to mining shares. 
In the first place, lawyers, engineers, and contractors have been, and to 
some extent continue to be, the great consumers of railway capital; from 
these mining associations on the Cost-buok Principle are ina great mea- 
sure exempt. The constant liability to accidents on railways, and the 
vast expenditure which they necessarily entail are “ahipsce checks to 
railway profits, consequences which mining shareholders have compara- 
tively but little reason to apprehend. ‘Traffic returns are found not to 
keep pace with increase of branches, and railway proprietors are daily 
doomed to suffer severely from the frequent indulgence of their directors in 
unwise oppositions and often expensive conflicts with rival directories. 
The very constitution of eost-book companies forbids, even if opportu- 
nities should offer, which is almost impossible, the misapplication of the 
funds of companics formed on this principle to the purposes of expensive 
or ambitious rivalry. Preferential shares, and often Government ad- 
vances, are frequently heavy burthens on railway properties, from which 
mining companies are free. Ill-advised and ill-selected superfluous 
branches, with the attendant multiplication of stations and establishments 
at each, too often eat away the surplus profits of great lines, dangers not 
tobe apprehended in well-regulated mining associations, ‘The consequence 
is, that there is, we believe, but one railway in Great Britain which at pre- 
sent pays 5 per cent. interest to its proprietors; and we need scarcely refer 
to the numerous mining companies where the return of profits is on a 
most remunerative scale, as compared with the capital invested, 

We are fully aware that the same public causes which depress railway 
shares must also operate, but in a minor degree, on mining shares. Both 
are subject to calls, and to the difficultics of providing for them in an 
agitated state of the Money Market; but even in these instances also the 
calls on mining shares are rarely so heavy in amount, and are not in 
general so very imperatively enforced. While mining shares must neces- 
sarily continue more or less to fluctuate with the fluctuations in the funds, 
and in the shares of the great railway companies, it is desirable that their 
holders should see very distinctly the advantages which they possess, and 
as all prudent men are satistied that the present crisis must speedily pass 
away, we earnestly deprecate alarm, and the heedless sacrifice ot shares 
at the present depressed prices, 

The formation of new companies in the present feverish aspect of public 
affairs is a totally different question from the one which we have been 
discussing. Although, perhaps, we see no sound reasons to justify apathy, 
or that unwillingness that at present exists to entertain or embark in fresh 
adventures or enterprises, we feel ourselves satisfied that, as the lowest 
ebb is by the laws of Nature inevitably followed by the reflux of the 
highest flood tide, the period will assuredly and speedily arrive when le- 
gitimate speculation will again become buoyant, and every reasonable pro- 
ject receive due support. It is highly consolatory to know that, notwith- 
standing the temporary depression, the resources of the country are un- 
touched—are, in fact, accumulating, growing with its growth, to be avail- 
able as prospects brighten for further, greater, and more vigorous efforts 





The notice of two newly arranged apparatus for the prevention of ac- 
cidents in mines from the breaking of ropes, in recent numbers of the 
MininG Journat, has, it is satisfactory to state, at least drawn so much 
attention to the subject as likely to bring such machines into more general 
Mr. Butier CiouGu, of Mold, Flint, expresses the hope of being in 
time enabled to induce coal proprietors in his neighbourhood to adopt his 
plan of securing the cage, which can be carried into effect so economi- 
cally, from the absence of guide-rods and the proportionately less expense. 
Mr. Noxcomug, of Heavitree, near Excter, has given up to the public a plan 
which he had some intention of patenting ; and we have recently received 
a communication from Mr. W. Fernir, of the Forth Iron-Works, Dun. 
fermline, in which that gentleman remarks on Mr. C.OvGun’s invention, 
and gives his opinion that without guides its proper action would depend 
on chance, and would be likely to fly loosely in the shaft. He has, how- 
ever, suggested a modification, in which he employs guides, and having 
constructed a model, which works very satisfactorily, he intends employing 
it for the benefit of his men at the ironstone pits and collieries which he is 
now working.

In our last Journal we inserted a letter from Mr. Overton, the coroner 
of Merthyr, in which he complains of an article on Coroner's Inquests, 
which appeared in our columns on the Sth inst.

With a sound diseression, he has merely dealt in generalities, de- 
nouncing a system without naming any of the individuals implicated, or the 
adventures with which they are connected, His observations, however, 
tend to show that in many instances great want of caution has been dis- 
played on the part of the public, as well as that, in several eases, fraudulent 
and disreputable practices have been resorted to, So long as there is no 
recognised mart for the transaction of genuine business, this will always 
arise —-even with all the watehZulness and care of the Stock Exchange : 
occasionally there is found “a black sheep’? in the House, and we think 
that unless men are disposed to be honest, there is no code, however strin- 
gent it may be, will foree them to become so. In moereantile life, there 
are numberless transactions which, though equally dishonourable, do not 
come within the reach of the penal enactments; and there are cunning 
men who will pursue fraudulent and nefarious modes of gaining a live- 
lihood, and yet still not be legally responsible. The establishment of an 
Exchange would probably obviate, in some measure, this evil, at all events, 
the public will have to blame themselves if they either buy or sell without 
the instruction of an authorised member. 

“Fair Play” has directed attention to the method in which he states 


how the generality of mining adventures are carried on; whether his pre- | 


mises be true or false, we leave the mining community at large to draw 
their own conclusions. We believe they are sufficiently able and powerful 
enough to protect themselves, without any pseudo champion; still, we 
cannot disguise from ourselves that grave allegations have been made, 
which have remained unanswered; and while they continue so to be, 
will, perhaps, with some, acquire a greater importance than they really 
merit.

Edwards, of the Islington 
Tron Foundry, Birmingham, has patented some new arrangements in the 
construction of steam-engines, in which duplex cylinder expansion engines 
are so constructed that the exhaust steam from the high-pressure shall 
enter the low-pressure cylinder at or about the instant of the passage of 
the crank of the low-pressure cylinder over its dead centre point.

FACTS AND FALLACIES ABOUT SMOKE. 

After a considerable interval, the great importance of the subject being 

| rernembered, we resume our notices of the failures and successes attending 
the various efforts making around us, and particularly in the metropolis, 
| for getting rid of that almost universal enemy-—the smoke nuisance. Let 
| us, however, premise that we do not undertake to draw exact distinctions 
| on all occasions between the facts and fallacies of the subject. Sometimes 
we may find it necessary to seek information from the few who are in the 
seeret for the many, who are our readers, form the commercial, practical, 
| scientific, and even theorising public ; and at the very outset we have to 
| submit at least one doubt to the ordeal of examination. In March last, it 
was announced that Messrs, Calvert and Co., the celebrated brewers, in 
Thames-street (unable to use the revolving furnace patented by Mr. Juckes, 
although that invention gives, and for a long period has given, the greatest 
satisfaction to Messrs. ‘lruman, Hanbury, and Co., who stand equally 
eminent as converters of hops and malt into our national beverage), had 
| resolved on giving « fair trial to the vertically moving fire -bar furnace of 
| Mr. Samuel Hall, of which a full deseription appeared in this Journal on 
the 14th May. We heard further that the adoption of Mr. Samuel Hall's 
furnace was specially recommended to Messrs. Calvert and Co, by Messrs. 
| Easton and Amos, engineers, of Southwark. But it would appear, cer- 
| tainly by inference only, from what was stated by Messrs. Culvert and 
Co. before the Commissioners of Sewers for the City of London on the

furnace formed part of an experiment so costly and unfortunate >—and 3. 
Are the respective parties agreed, or are they at issue, as regards the re- 
| sults? These questions should be fairly answered—not merely in justice 
| to the brewers, engincers, and inventors absolutely concerned, but to 
| those smoke consumers, or smoke preventers, whose inventions have not 
yet been submitted to practical demonstration on the same premises ; and, 
beyond all these, in justice to the thousands of smpke-producing firms, 
| who are as anxious to avoid unsuccessful plans as they are to discover 
| which are the simplest, the cheapest, and most durable; in other words, 
which are the best? Although we have thus started with the doubtful 
portion of the case before us, we are ready to admit as facts that Messrs. 
Calvert and Co. have tried more than one expensive process, with the view 
of complying with the Act of Parliament, and have been grievously dis- 
appointed at the results; whilst we protest against the fallacy that there- 
fore there exists no means of accomplishing the object in view, without 
expending thousands in the reconstruction of their brewing premises. We 
are perfectly satisfied that the slow combustion furnace of which Messrs. 
Truman, Hanbury, and Co, are so much enamoured, and with good reason 
too, can be and is equalled by furnaces capable alike of slow and fast com- 
bustion, and at one-fourth of the price; and we think there would be no 
difficulty whatever in adapting an invention of that description to the 
existing furnaces of Messrs, Calvert and Co., or of any other manufae- 
turers, of whatever class—glass-makers and potters being probably the 
only exceptions. Nor are we without hope, that even reverberatory fur- 
naces, and kilns of all kinds, will soon fall into the corrective hands of 
the smoke subduers. What is already doing in the extension of smoke- 
preventing appliances out of the common range of boiler furnaces is far 
more than our readers would suppose, and will be in good time elucidated. 




















TILE [TRON AND METAL TRADES OF SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE, 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN BIRMINGHAM, | 
Ocr, 27.—There is little to report this week in connection with the com- 
mercial and manufacturing interests of the district; no new feature in our 
transactions, beyond an increasing suspense arising from the now well- 
known combination of causes calculated to produce a downward tendency. 
The iron trade throughout the entire district is buoyant, orders continue 
to arrive, and prices are, of course. maintained. The difficulty of procuring 
fuel is still felt, arising from another cause, added to the unsettled state of 
the labour market. During the last fortnight it has rained at least every 
alternate day and night, sometimes successive days, and the consequence 
has been that several of the most valuable pits have been flooded, and the 
men find it exceedingly difticul: to work and keep the banks, ‘The price 
of coal, as may be supposed, under this increased difficulty, has not de- 
clined, and there is rather a tendency to advance than recede. Nearly all 
the men have returned to work, but sulky and dissatisfied, and evidently 
watching with no small anxiety the result of the strikes in other parts of 
the country. They are aware, however, that they have less ground «f 
complaint against their employers than the men of any other district. 
| ‘They received from their masters sundry advances, unsolicited, until they 
| reached the present comparatively high rate of wages. 4 
| The state of the provision market, it must be admitted, has become a 
serious drawback upon their comforts: the quartern loaf is now 9d., and 
at the corn market to-day a still further advance of 2s. per quarter having 
| taken place in the price of wheat, a further advance in the price of bread 
will take place to-morrow, All other kinds of provisions are rapidly rising 
in proportion, and increase the trouble of adjusting the pending difticulty 
between master and men. In the neighbourhood of Walsall, the mechanics 
employed in the staple trade of that town have recently obtainedan advance 
of wages, and the demand for all kinds of sadlers’ ironmongery holds out 
the prospect of a good winter's trade in that branch of manufacture, 
Amongst the foreign merchants there has been, during the weck, con- 
siderable doubt and hesitation as to the propriety of executing continental 
| orders, For the first time since the commencement of the unfortunate 
| Eastern embarrassment, I ascertained this weck that the advices received 
here from Constantinople are unfavourable, and crders trom that quarter 
are pow being held in abeyance. The Australian market still affords em- 
ployment to a large number of mechanics employed in the manufacture of 
| useful hardware and heavy iron work. Inthe tin and copper trade there 
| has not been any change since my last, and with the continuous brisk 
| demand for both these articles, there is no probability of a decline in price.

| New Diestinc Macuiwe.—Mr. Thomas Revis, of Stockwell, has just 
| specified, undor Letters Patent granted to him, for “ improved single-seed 
drilling or dibbling machinery.”’ In this specification, he sets forth the 
! following description of his apparatus, which has been tried, and found to 
| effect the desired object so well that single grains of wheat have been de- 
posited in the ground, and protuced giant straw, and ears corresponding 
thereto both in number and size :—My invention consists in, or has refer~ 
ence to, improved drilling or dibbling machinery for planting seed singly, 
jor one ata time. The droppers for dropping the seed singly are made to 
act by means of a lever, or lifter, having its head, or handle, near to the 
handle of the dibble, and by this means the mouth of the droppers will be 
opened just wide enough to deposit a single seed, whilst by this arrange- 
ment ot the handles, the operator can hold and work the dibbler with the 
same hand, which will enable him to use two dibblers at one and the 
same time—that is, one in each hand In this ease, the lever, or lifter, 
aforesaid acts by suitable mechanism, so as to allow only a single seed to 
issue from the mouth of the dibbler at one time; the tubes of the dibblers 
ave to be made in parts, attached together as hereafter set forth; the 
funnel, or reservoir, designed to hold the seed being on the top of the 
tube. The two irons, or handles, called the lifting and holding-irons, 
are secured to the tube, and extend and pass through the top of the funnel. 
The tubes being made in halves, I have two pieces of metal (or other suit- 
able material), one for each half of the tube, of a shape corresponding 
with the size of the inner circle of the tube; these pieces of metal are 
placed exactly opposite cach other in the tube, flush with the top of it, 
and secured firmly to the tube; the piece intended for the side of the 
lifting-iron is designated the ‘* receiver,” and has a cavity formed thereon 
to receive the seed, and this cavity thus formed is left very smooth; the 
other piece of metal should be placed exactly opposite, in the other haf 
tube of the holding-iron, and which is denominated the “ strike,” gs it 
performs the office of keeping back the overplus seed on the return, of the 
lifting-iron. It should be borne in mind, that in most cases of single de- 
posits the seed should be sifted, that as uniform a size as possibhe may be 
obtained. In the case of wheat-sowing, or planting, I prefer to make the 
cavity of an oblong shape, and somewhat larger or deepened at the bottom, 
in order to adapt it to the shape of the grain. It is obvious the above- 
described mechanism may be adapted (a number combined together) to 
machine-drills, 
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THE GOLD-PRODUCING ROCKS OF ENGLAND AND WALES, 
On Tuesday last we witnessed an experiment on some of the primitive 
rocks of our own country, clearly demonstrating the auriferous character 
of the gossan of the Poltimore Mine, and of a hard leady quartz from the 
Cwmheisian Silver-Lead Mine, in Wales. The question of gold in Eng- 
and has, since the auriferous diseoveries of California and Australia, be- 
come one of exceeding interest, and has been amply discussed, pro and con, 
in our columns, with those of the daily and scientifie press, and the ex- 
hibition of Tuesday last was not only highly satisfactory on this point, 
but also on the long-disputed one, whether machinery could be found to 
erush and reduce the matrix, and extract the gold with protitable results. 
The demonstration to which we allude took place at the Windsor Iron- 
Works, City-road, and exhibited the powers of Berdan’s machine for pul- 
verising, washing, and amalgamating auriferous rocks and metallic ores: 
it was a full-size machine, two basins in one frame, each 7 ft. in diameter, 
the largest bali weighing 5000lbs., and the smaller 20001bs. In the 
Mining Journal of the 20th of August last we gave a full description of 
the in vention, with illustrative diagrams, which precludes the necessity 
of our recapitulating the particulars here; it is sufficient to say that the 
experiment produced the best results, and gave much satisfaction to the 
assembled company, consisting of about 200 in number, among whom we 
recognised numerous gentlemen connected with Australian and Califor- 
nian interests, and mining enterprise in England, Wales, and Ireland ; 
and the fullowing—the American Minister, Colonel Lawrence, the secre- 
tary, and other members of the Legation; Mr. Cotton, Mr. Matthew 
Marshall, the cashier, the assayer, and the engineer of the Bank of Eng- 
land; Mr. G. Peabody, Mr. Sturges, Professor Ansted, Professor Morris, 
Dr. Price, Mr. G. W. Earl, Dr. Latham, Judge Upham, General Haug, 
General Thomas, General Webb, Capt. Moorsom, Mr. J. Calvert, Messrs. 
Johnson and Mathey, Mr. J. Mitchell, F.C.S., Sir C. Kirkpatrick, Bart., 
Mr. Dilke, Mr. Wentworth Dilke, Mr. T. A. Readwin, Mr. Forrest, Mr 
Davenport, from the Society of Arts, Mr. Alderman Carter, Mr. Barwise, 
and Messrs. Sarl. The accompanying diagram will give a clear idea of 
the machine. 
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The experiment was made for the information and gratification of the 
public, and the control of the operations was placed in the hands of Mr. | 
John Mitchell, the eminent assayist of the City School of Chemistry, 
Bishopsgate, whohas himself invented an amalgamator, who supervised the 
operations with great care and attention, and was much pleased with 


the results. In the first place about 20 lbs.of mercury was placed in 
each basin, a small stream of water allowed to run from an overhead pipe, 
and as the basins rotated by the action of a steam-engine the attendants 
fed the ore into them by degrees, In one basin 444 lbs. of Poltimore 
gossan were acted on, and in the other 320]bs. of Cwmheisian quartz ; 
from the first was produced a prill of tine gold, weighing 5 dwts. 11 grains, 
and from the latter one 5 dwts. 18 grs., showing the produce respectively 
to have been about 1 oz. 9 grains, and 2 ozs. 0 dwt. 6 grs. per ton. 

In some other experiments in the previous week on the Welsh quartz, | 
362 lbs., taken from various parts of the East Mine, yielded by amalgama- 
tion 154 grs. of pure gold, or after the rate of 2 ozs. 12 grs. to the ton of 
ore; and 98 lbs. from the West Mine yielded, by amalgamation, 66 grs. 
of fine gold, or after the rate of 3 ozs. 16 dwts. to the ton of ore. These 
results are certified by Sir C. 8. Kirkpatrick, Bart., Mr. T. D. Brunton, 
C.E., and Mr. T. A. Readwin; also that the gold, by assay, was found | 
perfectly pure, and that the residuum contained no trace of gold. 

The ore was ground in 18 minutes, and the whole operations completed 
in about an hour, which must not, however, by any means be taken as the 
average powers of the machine, as from various causes several delays took 
place, particularly in the removal of the amalgam, which will not occur 
when in regular operation, when it is estimated that at the very least 
40 tons per day of 10 hours can be reduced by one machine, containing | 
four basins, by 15-horse power, and as the amalgam will be removed but 
once a day, no delay will occur. The operation may be bricfly described. 
It must be observed that this machine is not simply a crusher; fire is 
made in the furnace beneath the basin, quicksilver is placed in the basin. 
and the auriferous ore thrown in, in lumps of considerable size. The ap- 
paratus is then set in motion—the balls, by their gravity, revolving in a! 
direction opposite to that of the basin. The two balls, moving in contact | 
with each other, and with the inclined bottom of the basin, receive a} 
spiral as well as a rotary motion—a combination which is found to pos- | 
sess the greatest efficiency in the pulverisation of the ore. The ore is 
brought under the balls, and instantiy crushed to an impalpable powder. 
The crushing is effected, of course, at the point of contact between the } 
large ball and basin, and below the surface of the mercury. Thus, the 
moment the gold is disengaged it comes in contact with pure and heated 
mercury, which seizes upon it, and secures every particle. The refuse 
powder rises to the surface of the quicksilver, whence it is carried off, in 
the form of a thin paste, by a small stream of water, which runs in at the 
upper side of the basin, and escapes through suitable openings, just below 
its rim, into a trough placed for the purpose. The tailings may thus be 
preserved for analysis if desired. |

THE METALLIC PRODUCE OF AMERICA. 

New York, Oct. 14,—The metals, ores, and minerals displayed in the 
New York Crystal Palace are various and very extensive, many being of 
great value. One department alone is valued at $100,000, cs the gold 
specimens are said to be worth nearly $70,000. ‘The entire value of the 
goods of all kinds exhibited is estimated roughly at $6,000,000, But for | 
the metals. Much as the auri sacra fames might be kindled in the minds 
of beholders by an examination of the California specimens, yet it is pro- 
blematical whether the productions of iron are not more really valuable 
to this or any other nation, as they are assuredly more useful to mankind. 
The gold product of California may, perhaps, average about § 70,000,000 
in value at present. I say “at present,” because the more gold is dis- 
covered and put into circulation, why the dearer becomes every other com- 
modity, Already the increase in rates of wages, and in the prices of all 
articles of living and clothing, may be partially, if not mainly, attributed 
to the aureal products of California and jreeron hy and I observe that si- 
milar effects are felt in England as in this country, Looking around the 
Crystal Palace, I am tempted to search through my portfolio of statistics, 
to see whether : am enabled to throw any general light on the value of 
America in the way of the precious metals, And first I give you the pro- 
ducts of the mines of America since their discovery in 1492 to 1851, ob- 
tained from official data and mining estimates :—

Thus much for what has been called * the root of all evil.” 

Here we have in American iron an abundance of specimens—the best, 
perhaps, being from Pennsylvania—in pig, bloom, sheet, bar, castings, and 
articles of all kinds in wrought-iron. And here, as I do not mean to 
fatigue you by descriptions seriatim of each particular article or specimen, 
I the more regret that I do not possess any statistics of iron beyond those 
which affect the United States; but such calculations as refer to this coun- 
try will naturally rank among the most interesting in connection with the 
American World’s Fair. Strange to tell, although the manufacture of all 
kinds of iron in the United States has already become enormous, yet the 
value of all kinds of imported iron continues to increase. In 1821] it was 
$1,213,000; in 1850 it was $9,154,000; and in 1851 it was $9,000,000. 
Why cannot the railroad iron used here be also made here—or, rather, why 
is it not? Still the United States iron manufactures are large. Look at 
the subjoined, from the census of 1850, and remember that there has since

beautiful design and workmanship, by Mr. Elkington, of the City-road; the other, 
an inkstand of same style and material, from the same establishment.

ANGLO-CALIFORNIAN GOLD MINING COMPANY. 


The annual report of this association has just been issued to the shareholders. It 
states, that of the liabillties, 1000/. is the sum voted to the directors, but as no pro- 
fits have been realised, the amount has not been drawn by them. The other liability 
consists of a sum of 4000/., which was remitted to California for the express purpose 
of enabling Sir Henry Huntley to purchase the Fleuchan lode, in addition to the pro. 
perty previously purchased at Dicksburg. This was considered by him essential to 
the interests of the company, and a qualified authority was only given to purchase 
that property ; it is not completed. The balance-sheet does not give any estimate of 
the value of the mines, plant, and, machinery in California. ‘The legitimate objects 
of the share capital have been uccomplished—namely, the acquisition of mines, pur- 
chase of machinery, and supplying the resident director with funds to carry on the 
works ; they now recommended the capital to be increased to the extent of 15,000/., 
such capital to be raised y the issue of 30,000 additional shares at par, such shares 
to be offered pro rata, in the first instance, to holders of original shares; those not 
taken pro rata to be offered to the holders of original shares, and the surplus to be 
allotted generally by the board. Houses for the officers and servants of the company, 
ond other buildings, have been erected ; a level driven in the Bricket ledge ; « consi- 
derable quantity of quartz, which, as far as the mill on the property would permit, 
has been tested, and feend to yield from 4/. to 10/, per ton ; and from the fact that 
20,000/. has been offered tor a portion of the property. some idea may be formed of 
its value. The water-mill and stamps on the Dicksburg Mines were worked for a 
short period carly in the present year, but were found to operate so inefficiently, that 
further proceedings were suspended ; before these are made available, many alteru- 
tions will have to take place. The Cornish machinery arrived there in December 
last, two of Baggs’s patent crushers, with amalgamators and separators, ‘were dis- 
patched in April last, another has been shipped, which, together with machinery 
sent from Birmingham, comprises the whole of the mechanical power of the com. 
pany. The delay which has taken place in operations has been caused by the heavy 
flood: in the Yuba River, which immersed for a long period a great portion of the 
larger machinery. While Sir Henry Huntley was at Marysville, making arrange~ 
ments for the transmission of machinery to Dicksburg, he heard of some quarty 
ledges ata place culled Browne’s Valley, in Yuba county. On inspecting them, he 
determined to secure them for the company. The terms upon which this contract 
wus made are as follows: -‘‘ The company immediately, at its own expense, to set up 
Cornish machinery, to erect buildings and worksh ps, sink a well, make a road, 
&c.; the owners of the mines to sell to the company a sufficient extent of freehold 
land fcr the erection of the machinery, buildings, &c., and to grant a lease of the 
mines, with timber and pasture land, and water rights sufficient for mining pur- 
poses, for the term of 20 years ;—that is, the term of ten years (which is all the law 
allows) in the first instance, with a power to renew for the further period of ten years 
at the expiration of the first ten ; the expenses of erecting the machinery and build. 
ings, sinking wells, making roads, &e., to be paid out of the first produce of the 
mines, after payment of all expenses attending the raising and crushing the quartz 
and separating the gold; after which the owners of the mine are to take one-fourth 
of the gross produce, and the company the remaining three-fourths ; the company to 
he at liberty to putan end to the lease, and to remove their machinery, buildings, 
&e., at any moment they may think fit.” No time was lost, after Sir Henry Huntiey 
was located at Browne’s Valley, in setting up the machinery, and it is anticipated 
by the end of September it will be in active operation. In conclusion, the dircetors 
suy the economy they have been compelied to observe may prevent them making a 
specious appearance of prosperity at the outset, but they feel confident that it is the 
right system to adopt, and will be productive of a large returp upon the capital in- 
vested. In a supplementury report, addressed by Sir Henry Huntiey to Mr. Cottrell, 
the chairman, he states, that ‘‘all the present expenditure will be returned to the 
company before any portion of the proceeds of the mine go elsewhere; and that the 
mine will furnish the means of making this return there can be no doubt, unless a 
total change in the nature of the ore oceura, which is scarcely to be imagined,”

The Minister in his cireular states that ‘ Experience proves that beer, 
by simple contact with lead, takes up an appreciable quantity of the metal, and thu» 
acquires poisonous properties. Leaden metals are not only used in breweries, but 4 
custom has arisen in taverns, and in houses where wine is sold, of using a small 
pump, which communicates with the barrels in the cellar by means of a leaden pipe. 
The use of the pipe in this instance is peculiarly objectionabie, inasmuch as the action 
of the pump is at intervals only. A whole family was poisoned by using for some 
time a pump of this kind for drawing A their ordinary consumption of wine. The 
Prefect of the north, who had already taken the initiativein adopting measures neces- 
sary for putting a stop to the methods used in his department for the refining of beer, 
has, following the advice of the Council of Public Health, just a tre use of 
lead, copper, or zine pipes, for the drawing or transmission of this liquid. 


Property «nv Inventions.—Colonel Vergnaud, of the French Artil- 
lery, some time since memorialised the Minister of War for a grant of money by way 
of reward for certain inventions by him of the ‘py lication of fulminating mereury to 
the priming of guns. The Minister rejected his application, on the ground that in 
reality these applications were known before ; but in doing so, enunciated the follow 
ing somewhat startling doctrine :—-Ihat an officer in the army devotes himself en- 
tirely to the service cf his country, and that the produce of his labours and of his g¢- 
nius belong solely to it; and that if he needs any other recompence than that whigh 
is to be found in his conscience, and the performance of bis duties, the approbation of 
his commander and the satisfaction of the Minister of the department ought to be all- 
sufficient. Upon this Colonel Vergnaud again memorialised the Minister, pointing 
out that in making his claim he was doing nothing more than had been previously 
done by others in the service, who had had their claims admitted, and rewards in 
money granted. He did not admit the doctrine, that an officer entering the army de- 
voted all the produce of his labours of mind and body to the State, alleging that such 
a doctrine was a variance with moral and intellectual progress—the aim of all society; 
for it took away from individuals the hope of reward. He characterises the doctrine 
as unworthy the enlightenment of the times, and fitted only for the days of Louis XIV.
